B uiok run-about, owned and driv en by 
Mr. M cEIroy w as badly dam aged, turn­ 
ing ov er tw ice and then righting itself 
on the w heels. 
The party w ere com ing from Am boy 
to D ix on, Mrs. 
R osier 
and 
daughter 
com ing to see an attorney w ith refer­ 
ence to som e legal m atters. 
T he w om ­ 
en hav e been cam ping on th e M cEIroy 
farm. 
T he 
car 
w as 
ev idently being 
driv en at a high rate of speed as it 
neared the city lim its and th e driv er 
w as unable to ex plain how the accident 
occurred. 
From m arks on the road it appeard 
that w hile going a high rate of speed, 
the driv er probably tw isted the steering 
w heel too sharply , causing the m achine 
to sw erv e suddenly to the opposite side 
of the road and turn ov er. 
Mr. M c­ 
EIroy , who is an aged m an, w as not in ­ 
jured seriously , and as soon as he could 
regain his feet, hurried to the m achine 
and shut off the engine. 
The car w as 
standing crossw ise 
of

road 
and 
headed w est w hen it cam e to a stop. 
Mrs. Rosier Badly Hurt. 
Mrs. Rosier suffered a dislocation of 
the left shoulder and hip, a fractured 
nose, m any cu ts and bruises and som e 
teeth w ere knocked out. 
The daugh ­ 
ter, M iss Maude R osier w as 
cut 
and 
bruised about the legs and 
th e 
back, 
w hile Mr. M cEIroy suffered a disloca­ 
tion of the right shoulder and 
w as con­ 
siderably brusied and cut by the glass 
from the broken wind shield. 
H e w as 
taken 
in 
an autom obile 
to a D ix on 
ph y sician's office, w here h e w as given 
the proper 
medical a tte ntion 
and 
re­ 
turned to Amboy last evening. 
A fter th e accident a h urrie d call w as 
sent to D ixon for ph y sicians and a m ­ 
bulances, and as soon a s 
m eth ods 
of 
tra nsportation arrived, th e w om en w ere 
rem oved to th e h ospital. 
M iss R osier 
is expected to re turn h om e today , b ut 
h er m oth e r will doubtless be confined 
to th e institution for a b out tw o weeks. 
It will be recalled th a t th e h usb and and 
fa th e r of th e injured w om en died last 
w inter as a result of being scalded in 
a railroad w reck on th e Illinois C entral 
w h ich occurred nea r H inkle. 
As far as 
h as 
been 
learned, th ere 
w ere no ey e w itnesses to th e accident*. 
Officer C larence S eagren and oth ers re ­ 
siding in th e neigh borh ood, h ea rd 
th e 
cra sh as th e h eavy c a r overturned and 
h urried to th e scene, not know ing w h a t 
h ad h append. 
T h e injured people w ere 
given every possible a tte ntion by th e 
neigh bors until medical 
assistance a r ­ 
rived and th ey h ad been rem oved to th e 
h ospital. 
Mr. McEIroy h as ow ned th e ca r for 
ab out th re e y ears, b ut h a s never driven 
it. a g re a t deal. 
Until recently h e h ad 
kept th e m ach ine in h is g a ra g e a t h is 
farm south w est of A m boy a nd y e s te r­ 
day consented to bring th e tw o w om en 
in Dixon.

And in the m eantim e the little v ictim 
of the “ attack on the en em y ” arose to 
her feet and, w ith a big hole ov er her 
letf hip, she too started for Daddy , but 
her efforts to open a big gate at the 
rear of the house y ard w ere too m uch
